Board  of  Directors 
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The  Board  of  Directors  is  the  governing  body  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  is  concerned  with  every  aspect  of  the  University's  func- 
tioning. All  policy  decisions  and  plans  are  submitted  to  the 
Board  for  approval  before  they  can  be  implemented,  and  the 
Board  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  and  endowment  of  the 
University.  The  more  particular  affairs  of  the  University  are 
handled  by  the  Executive  Committee  which  meets  monthly. 


Those  elected  to  the  Board  must  be  approved  by  both  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  and  the  General  Council  of  the  Synod  of  Iowa. 

The  Board  at  the  moment  is  in  the  midst  of  the  biggest  ex- 
pansion program  in  the  history  of  the  University,  with  plans  for 
the  building  of  several  new  buildings  and  enlargement  of  two 
of  the  present  buildings.

Court 


Established  two  years  ago  by  the  Student  Senate,  the  High 
Court  meets  only  to  try  those  cases  properly  before  it.  It  has 
original  jurisdiction  over  student  cases  involving  college  regula- 
tions and  appellate  jurisdiction  over  decisions  of  the  primary 
courts.  The  High  Court  also  has  the  power  to  interpret  the  Stu- 


dent Senate  constitution  and  to  determine  the  constitutionality 
of  any  action  by  the  Student  Senate  which  is  challenged. 

This  branch  of  the  judicial  system  consists  of  four  justices  and 
a Chief  Justice.

Football 


The  University  of  Dubuque  and  Platteville  battled  to  a 0—0 
stalemate  in  their  opening  gome  of  the  1964  football  season. 
Statistically  Dubuque's  offense  was  impressive,  but  the  Pioneers 
held  each  time  the  Spartans  penetrated  the  goal  zone.  Dubuque's 
defense  allowed  Platteville  only  one  down  and  total  of  54 
yards  gained. 

At  Wartburg,  in  their  opening  Iowa  Conference  game,  the 
Spartan  offense  opened  wide  its  potential.  Bacon's  passing  was 
sharp  and  Yokas  led  the  running  attack  by  returning  a punt 
73  yards.  Again  the  defense  unit  proved  their  ruggedness  by 
blocking  a punt,  scoring,  and  holding  the  Knights  to  less  than  100 
yards  gained. 

The  Statesmen  of  William  Penn  were  the  first  foe  of  the  sea- 
son to  appear  at  Chalmers  Field.  After  a rugged  7—7  first  half 
the  home  crowd  saw  a fine  combined  effort  by  the  Spartan 
offensive  and  defensive  unit,  A wind  and  drizzle  kept  both  teams 
attacks  on  the  ground  as  the  hard  rushing  defense  which  blocked 


one  punt  kept  William  Penn  in  trouble  virtually  the  whole  sec- 
ond half. 

Defending  champs,  Luther,  handed  the  University  of  Dubuque 
its  first  loss  of  the  season.  Two  pass  interceptions  and  two 
fumbles  by  Dubuque  were  capitalized  by  Luther  to  hold  offen- 
sive drives  by  the  Spartans  and  then  to  score  three  touchdowns. 
The  powerful  Luther  offense  riddled  the  usually  tough  defense 
of  the  Spartans. 

The  Redmen  of  Simpson  brought  a staunch  defense  and  a 
fired-up  offense  to  Dubuque's  Homecoming.  Yokas  provided  the 
thrills  by  returning  a kick-off  from  Simpson  85  yards  in  the  first 
quarter  and  then  sprinting  76  yards  from  the  line  of  scrimmage 
in  the  third  quarter.  Still  Simpson's  over  all  effort  was  too  much 
for  the  Spartans. 

At  Central  College,  the  Spartans  fought  courageously  but 
were  held  by  a stubborn  Dutchmen  defense  from  penetrating 
beyond  the  Central  37  yard  line. 
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The  Spartans  took  their  fourth  straight  loss  from  Buena  Vista. 
Dubuque  scored  after  a first  quarter  fumble  by  the  Beavers  in- 
side their  20  yard  line.  For  the  remainder  of  the  game  a heads-up 
defense  that  intercepted  Dubuque  passes  and  recovered  Spartan 
fumbles,  stopped  the  host  team  cold. 

The  Spartan  defense  ended  Iowa  Wesleyan's  three  game  win- 
ning streak,  grabbed  four  passes,  and  recovered  the  loose  pig- 
skin four  times.  The  offensive  unit  made  good  the  hard  work  that 
its  complementary  unit  did  and  scored  leisurely  for  39—2  triumph. 

Upper  Iowa  University  earned  a share  of  the  Iowa  Conference 
football  championship  by  over  powering  the  Dubuque  gridders, 
42—0.  Dubuque  moved  the  ball  past  midfield  twice  against  the 
iron  defense  of  the  Peacocks.  This  final  loss  gave  the  Spartan 
football  team  a 3—5—1  record  for  the  season.

Last  year  the  practice  of  choosing  an  honorary  rector  for  the  Uni- 
versity was  reinstated  from  a tradition  begun  in  1940.  At  8:00  P.M., 
February  24,  1965,  Dr.  Walter  Judd,  renowned  missionary,  doctor 
and  congressman  from  Minnesota,  was  installed  as  the  eleventh  person 
to  be  named  honorary  rector  for  the  University  of  Dubuque. 

Born  in  Pising  City,  Nebraska,  Dr.  Judd's  past  accomplishments  in- 
clude Phi  Delta  Kappa  at  the  University  of  Nebraska,  practicing  physi- 
cian and  surgeon  in  Minnesota,  medical  missionary  in  China,  and 
renowned  lecturer  just  prior  to  World  War  II. 

He  was  a prominent  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from 
1942-1963,  during  which  time  he  either  authored  or  sponsored  pro- 
grams which  later  became  known  as  the  World  Health  Organization, 
International  Children's  Emergency  Fund,  SEATO,  and  the  Peace  Corps. 
In  1950  and  1958  he  was  delegated  to  the  World  Health  Organization 
Assembly  and  in  1957  was  a delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
U.N.  Dr.  Judd  was  the  key  note  speaker  at  the  1960  Republican  Con- 
vention. 

Dr.  Judd,  who  has  received  honorary  doctorate  degrees  from  more 
than  twenty  colleges  and  universities,  is  presently  the  Director  of  Good- 
will Industries,  Inc.  His  home  is  in  Washington  D.C. 

During  his  visit  to  our  campus,  Dr.  Judd  delivered  two  addresses, 
"The  Christian  College  and  the  Free  World,"  and  "Where  in  the  World 
are  We  Going?"  He  attended  luncheons,  a student  forum  and  held  a 
press  conference.

Peterson,  who  is  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Physical  Education  here,  has  coached  every  sport  played  at 
the  U of  D,  with  impressive  success.  Peterson's  main  pride,  how- 
ever, is  in  his  work  in  the  field  of  health  (which  he  taught  for 
more  than  25  years)  and  physical  education. 

On  January  15,  1915,  while  still  attending  high  school,  he  be- 
came an  instructor  at  the  University,  conducting  gym  classes 
and  coaching  football  and  boys'  and  girls'  basketball. 

An  inspiring  example  of  healthful  living,  Peterson  currently 
coaches  tennis  and  teaches  physical  education  classes.  The 
luncheon  expressed  only  a small  part  of  the  gratitude  to  Pete 
for  a life-time  of  education.

These  convictions  have  led 
him  to  represent  negroes  in  the  south  in  voter  registration  and 
housing.
